CORRESPONDENCE 


Dear Editor, 

The many people who gave up so much of their time to help with the traffic survey 
through the village last autumn will have been wondering, I am sure, what was the 
end result of their efforts. The figures were published in the Deddington News 
at the time ~ an average of 16,000 vehicles a day; of which one third were heavy 
lorries - but correspondence with the Transport Ministry has taken somewhat longer. 


We were about to forward our survey results and questions to Mr, Neil Marten (local 
M.P.) and Mr. Norman Fowler (Minister of Transport) when the news about public 
spending cuts was announced, There did not seem much point in probing the Ministry 
at a time when some major decisions might change the whole thrust of our argument 
from - when will the X40 start - to - why it must not be axed! 


However nothing definite one way or another transpired and our letters were sent off 
in November. 


The answers from both Mr. Neil Marten and Mr. Norman Fowler say: 


- The X40 remains at the top of the road scheme priority list and has 
not been axed. It does not appear to be likely that it will be axed 
in the future either. 


~ The start date was originally promulgated as between 19°1 - 1983 in a 
197% White Paper. However, the Midland Road Construction Unit have 
been revising their estimate of how long it will take to do preparatory 
work, 


- A White Paper will be issued in 1950 with start dates for all major 
road schemes. 


- The Ministry of Transport expect to publish draft orders under the 
Highways Act for the X40 in the-Autumn of 1980. 


Betty ill and I would like to say thankyou to all those who helped with the survey 
and let's hope there is good news in the White Paper.

CHURCH NEWS . 


THE ARCHBISHOP AND THE CHANCELLOR 


March 25th is Lady Day. It was long ago announced that on this day Robert Runcie, 
Bishop of St. Alban's would be enthroned as the new Archbishop of Canterbury. 

Only a Pew weeks ago’ the House of Commons was told March 25th this year is to be 
Budget Day. 


Would it matter if Budget Day and Enthronement Day clashed? It would, for some 
people. rm Dudeet Day all M.P.s are expected to be in The House, The Budget is, 
after all, one of the Government's chief measures every year. It sets out how 
much money will be spent on everything from nuclear missiles to school meals, and 
how that money will be raised by taxes. It touches the pocket, if not the heart 
of every citizen. 


Several members of the Government, and not a few M.P.s, intended to go to Canterbury 
for the Enthronement. The Queen would be represented. Out would come the 
trappings of ceremonial, antique uniforms, fanfares from trumpeters, processions 

of more or less dignified "dignitaries", It would be a pity, at least, if the 
Budget prevented this spectacle from being as splended as possible. several 
important citizens would be disappointed not to be.at Canterbury - the next time 

an Enthronement came round, they would not be important enough to be invited. 


More pressing, perhaps, how could TV and radio cover both events? So the Chancellor 
of the [ixchequer backed down. He postponed the Budget for one day. The Lord 
Chancellor (in wig and gown), the Leader of the House of Commons (who is a Roman 
Catholic) anc the TY crews, can now be at Canterbury one day and Westminster the 
next. 


Does it matter? Would you, if you had been Chancellor, have changed Budget Day 
like this? The Chancellor of the USSR, who claims to work to a 5 year plan, would 
lose his job if not his neck, if he even thought of it. The Budget Chief of the 
USA, whose official title almost certainly runs into ten words at least and who is 
equally certainly known. to one and all as "Bud" or "Chuck", would explain at 
wearisome length how in the USA, State and Church are quite separate and (therefore) 
if the TV sponsors of the Church event came up with more dollars that would 
certainly express the democratic will. 


But in this country the Chancellor can still yield, not to popular outcry (if there 
was one, no-one heard it) nor to the restrained comments of Lord Hailsham and 

Mr. Norman St. John Stevas, but to tradition and to the vague feeling of unease at 
interfering: withhecchurchsservice..

THE 'LOST'* RECIPE 


‘hen my husband and I moved to our house in. Deddington we were told by various 
people that a previous owner, Miss Fowler, had madé 'Pudden Pies' there. We were 
unable to trace a eas in any local books and various people we spoke to did not 
know the recipe either I have now been lent a-copy of "Good Things in England _ 
A Book of Real English Cookery" edited by Florence White. Here.I found the 
following text.and esces dae 


Deddington Pudden Pie 
"This was made for the Deddinaton Fair on November 22nd, known as Pudden Pie Fair. 


A Deddington Pudden Pie was however made.by Miss R.F. Fowler and exhibited at the 
first English Folk Cookery Exhibition organised by Miss Willans, M.B.E., in the 


lecture hall of the’ Gas -Light % Coke Co., Church Street, Kensington, London, on 

January 16th 1931. The following recipe was published in the Daily News in 1930", 

Recipe 

Ingredients: Puff Pastry; 4 oz ground rice; l quart milk; 3 eggs; 6 oz. lump 
a sugar; 1 lemon; | 4 oz. currants. 

Time: 10.- 15 minutes to boil ‘and 15-25 minutes to bake in ‘a moderate 

oven. 
Method: 


7. Grease some-large saucers and line them with puff pastry. 

2.. Make the ricé into a cream with 6 tablespoonfuls ‘of the milk.. 

3. Add the eggs well beaten to it. ae 

4, Boil up the remainder of the milk with the lump sugar, and the thinly pared 
rind ov a washed lemon. 

5. When this, boils add the rice mixture and keep stirring for 10 or 15 minutes; 
then _ ee 

6, Lift out the lemon peel, and add the currants. 

7. Pour into the lined saucers to within 14" of the edge of the crust. 

8, ake in a moderate oven until the pastry is nicely” coloured and the mixture 
set. They can be eaten hot or cold.

REPORT ON THE PARISH COUNCIL MEETING OF 19TH DECEMBER 1979 
Nine members of the Parish Council were present with the Chairman and Clerk. 


Following discussion arising out of the minutes of the previous meeting conerning 
the street lighting, it was confirmed that Mr. ipetnlae had been thanked for his 
offer concerning the Market Place, and that the main road was being given priority. 


A letter had been received from the Suis Council in “respect. of the Windmili site. 
The C.C. offered to the: P.C. the freehold of a part of the school building and 

site for the. sum of 15,000 and a three year lease on the playing fields. | Certain 
conditions were Attached concerning fencing, demolition etc. all subject to planning: 
approval and the Secretary of State's permission. Asked about finance, the Chairman 
Said these appeared to be no immediate problem in raising the money for purchase 
and consequent. works. The Clerk was instructed to write accepting the offer. 
The Clerk: was also instructed to obtain application forms for grants. The 
Cherwell District Council had asked for a detailed planning application which is 
to include an. Outline Application for a new hall in addition to the existing. 
buildings. _ 


It was suggested that professional advice be sought concerning the planning 
approvals. The Chairman said that Mr. Bond, an architect practising from the 
village had. been informally approached and ad agreed to act if asked. He pointed 
out that professional fees may be involved. .It was proposed that Ir. Bond be 
asked. we se 
Following the tree planting, application had been made to the C.D.C. for the grant. 
It had been pointed out. that. the grant is conditional upon the P.C. accepting 
responsibility for maintenance for three years. It’ was proposed and seconded 

that the condition be accepted and the srant applied for. 


Notice had been received from the landlords that the rental on the allotment field 
was to. be increased in March 1980. Although the total remained reasonable this 
would represent approximately a 5u0% increase. 


An invitation had been received from the vicar for a member of the P. C. to read 
a lesson in the Carol Service. Mr. Mackenzie volunteered. 


An.eStimate had been received from the S.E.B. which amounted to £1414 on capital 
equipment and £45 2 to make the connections. No mention was made of extra 
‘Lighting at the traffic lights, nor running expenses. Mrs. Cheeseman said that 
no grants were available for footway lighting. She had also been told that the 
County.Council had been watching the accident rate and that the C.C. would shortly 
be: propesing a trunk road system which could be similar to that at Woodstock or 
Burford, This would cost the P.C. nothing. It was agreed to put aside the 
footway lighting ‘scheme until a scheme was received from the County. 


Two. planning applications were examined. 


REPORT ON THE PARISH COUNCIL MEETING OF 23RD JANUARY 1980 


Ten members of the Parish Council were present with the Chairman and Clerk... 


Correspondence: A letter from C.D.C. stated that bus tokens for senior citizers 
are to be issued from the Town Hall.on March llth between 3 and 5 o'clock. 
Mrs. Robinson offered transport to anyone in difficulty (telephone 38272). 


Also from C.D.C., the Clerk had received a | letter. regarding the aafety of the 


children's play equipment at Castle Gr ounds. “rp, Garrett suggested getting the 
insurance company to survey the equipment. 


Vhs 


The County Council had written agreeing, subject to formal approval, .the terms. for 
the Windmill site. 


An estimate had been received from Taylors of Barford in the sum of £298 plus VAT 
for rebuilding the pillar of the Town Hall and other maintenance. The Clerk 

is to write to the Trustees of the Town Hall to clarify who has responsibility 
for the structural maintenance. 


Precept: It was agreed to precept for the sum of £5600. 


Allotments: The agreement with the landlords for the increased rental to the P.C. 
had been received. The Chairman signed it on behalf of the Council. Following 
the increase in rent to the Council it was proposed and seconded that the rental 

for a one chain allotment should be put up to £5 a year and for.a half°chain £2.50 
starting next year. . 


Castle Grounds and Burial Cround Maintenance: An estimate had now been received 
from T & KH Agricultural Contractors for £47 per cut of the grass at Castle Grounds 
and Burial Ground, the timing and frequency to be agreed. The estimate included 
any necessary weedkilling on paths, and hedge trimming. An estimate of £41.45 had 
been received from Robs Gardening at Adderbury. However, it was fclt that in 
previous years, Robs had not been entirely satisfactory and that as a Deddington 
Firm, T & H should be given the opportunity. 


Road Lighting: In view of the level of accidents the C.C. are now proposing a 
high amenity trunk road lighting scheme for Deddington and are seeking the P.C.'s 
support in their approach to the Ministry of Transport. Mrs. Robinson said that 
to most people this meant the kind of lighting on the main road at Adderbury and 
this was the last thing the village wanted. It was understood that this was 

not the proposal, which was for a sodium light source, 8 metres above ground 
either on posts or, where suitable and by agreement with owners, on walls. This, 
would be similar to the more attractive lighting at Woodstock and Burford. A 
detailed scheme has yet to be worked out. 


Following her investigation into the lighting schemes at Woodstock, Burford and 
Amersham Mrs. Robinson was asked to continue her research and report to the P.c. 
A letter had been received from Mr. Forsyth, supported by fifty signatures of 
residents from High Street and New Street asking for consultations before any 
decision was taken. Despite this the meeting felt that the desree of interes 
in the subject was most properly expressed by the number of residents from the 
main road present at the P.C. meeting - nil. 


It was agreed to write to the County Council, generally supporting their present 
intentions. 


Five planning applications were considered. 


A letter had been received from C.D.C. concerning a planning application received 
from the County Council for outline planning approval for residential development 
on the front section of the Windmill School site. the P.C. were most concerned 

at the possibility of restrictions on théir use of the buildings which they propose 
purchasing. The letter was referred to the Windmill site sub committee with the 
instruction that they should ask Mr. Bond, to liaise with the Clerk to make their 
concern known to the District Council.
